heart could desire. There are designs and 
qualities to suit all purses. Bear in mind 
Shan purchasing the material íor your new 
covers the colour scheme of your rooms, and 
remember that nur cretonne will need to 
be stronger than that purchased for the draw- 
ingroom. 
Colour Schemes.. 


Covering a Chesterfield and big armchairs 
is not an. easy matter in the home, but the 
services of a good practical needlewoman used 
to upholstery should save expense. Strong 
hooks and eyes should be sewn on the fasten- 
i of the covers for the chairs and Chester- 
field as well as on the cushion covers; it is a 
mistake to sew the ings up, and great 
care should be taken with the piping. 

If a housewife is not confident that a good 
job will be made of the work in the house it 
is advisable to place the order with the firms 
catering for that work, as loose covers that 
fit badly and are shapeless look worse. than 
the soiled tapestry. 

Cretonne can be used. for so many things 
nowadays, and is so dainty and fresh look- 
ing, that many women avail themselves of 
the sales to lay in a good stock, in order to 
make little novelties as time permits, Apart 
from curtains, which always look so charm- 
ing and picturesque in casement windows, 
when made from pretty flowered gare. 
there are many ways of using up odd length 
of this useful material. 


Boxes. 


I have seen the most charming blotting 
pads, made from two pieces of cardboard, 
padded with cotten wool, and then covered 
with dainty figured cretonne. They had 
pockets stitched inside for envelopes, stamps, 
ete. Ever pers knows the charming boxes, 
both oat a d large, that can be made at- 
tractive by covering with this effective 
material. Hat boxes covered with a chintz 
or cretonne to tone with the wallpaper, and 
tied with ribbons to match, are a decoration 
to any bedroom, and need not be put away 
In any corner out of sight, like the ugly card- 
board ones chiefly in use. Then small odd 
boxes for holding pins, matches, or other odds 
and ends, placed on the dresging table or 
mantleshelf, can easily be made at home, and 
are pretty as well as useful. 

In the London shops I have seen a com 
plete bedroom suite covered. in flowered 
eretonne, and very charming indeed it looked. 
You choose your pattern in the stores and 
give them the measurements you require the

suite to be made from, and in a week or so, at 

consider less cost than the cheapest oak 

bedroom suite would be, you have an original 
and strong bedroom furnishing. 


More Uses for Cretonne. 


It is advisable when choosing pat- 
terns for furniture covering to select 
one with a dark background and fairly well- 
co surface; if a light back ground is 
chosen with a sparsely covered surface it is 
apt to become sorled very quickly, and would 
cost a fair sum to have recovered. [ think it 
would be a charming idea to have the wee 
folks’ night nursery furnished in such a way: 
they could choose their own designs, and if 
a small girl reigns supreme she could be en- 
couraged” to make all sorts of trifles to match 
her furniture. 

I have seen waste paper baskets made to look 
ornamental (which they rarely do) by the use 
of cretonne, and I went to one home where 
the enterprising lady of the house had covered 
an old barrel with the stuff, carried out in a 
bold design “ a black ground, with plain 
bands of the hief colour in the pattern en- 
circling the tub. It was stuck on with glue, 
and three knobs had been nailed to the 
bottom of the barrel to lift it a little from the 
eround. The same lady had used a dainty 
striped cretoune for framing her photographs 
and calenders. 

Book covers and carriers, as well as all 
descriptions of needle and manicure cases, can 
be made out of this useful and pretty mate- 


ria 

So that all housewives should lav in a stock 
of cretonnes while they have the opportunity 
at: reduced prices, as you never know when 
the material will prove usefal.

IRELAND. 


National troops in the Arigna district 
have aseehid Poel Boffin, a brother of the 
much sought leader of that name.

| The Arrests. 

The British Labour members were well 
within their right in demanding from their 
Government an explanation of the arrest 
and deportation of more than a hundred 
Irish residents in England and Scotland. 
These persons were arrested at the 
instance of the Free State Government, 
were deported in British warships, and 
are now under detention in Dublin. They 
are charged with conspiracy to overthrow 
the new Irish Constitution and to commit 
acts of violence in Great Britain. The 
Labour members who moved the adjourn- 
ment of the House of Commons yesterday 
were careful to disclaim any sympathy 
with the mad war against the Free State. 
The liberty of the subject was their sole 
concern, and they asked the Home 
Secretary to satisiy them that the arrests 
had not violated the high traditions of 
British justice. We are glad that they 
were so exigent, because they drew from 
Mr. Bridgeman a statement which ought 
to convince the British people that their 
Government has not acted without urgent 
cause. We do not presume the guilt of a 
single one of the arrested persons. It is, 
we think, very probable that in so wide a 
seizure mistakes have been made. In that 
event the Free State must hasten to release 
and indemnify the victims, Fven if, as 
the Labour members profess to fear, an 
Irish Government cannot be expected to 
deal fairly with Irishmen, all the suspects 
are protected by the right of appeal to a 
British Court of Inquiry and by the Free 
State Government's agreement that,. apart 
from internment, no penal action shal] be 
taken without the approval of British 
Ministers. The British Home Office may be 
trusted to insist that these conditions shall 
be observed. Sir John Simon, the ablest 
lawyer now in Opposition, did not assert 
that the Government had outraged the law 
in pressing the Regulations of 1920 into 
its service. He was content to argue that 
only an emergency of the gravest kind 
could justify their use. The Labour mem- 
bers did not try fo disprove the Home 
Secretary's substantial evidence that such 
an emergency, in fact; exists. The docu- 
ments which he read to the House show 
that some—perhaps, many—persons have 
been engaged in a conspiracy to overthrow 
the Free State Government and to commit 
outrages in Great Britain. No British 
Government which had satisfied itself of 
the existence of such a conspiracy could 
dare to negiect its duty to its own citizens 
or to ignore its obligations to a kindred 
people. Some of the Home Secretary s 
critics said yesterday that these arrests of 
Irishmen, with the connivance and help 
of the British Government, would help the 
Republican cause by creating anti-British 
feeling in Ireland. We may suppose that 
our Government has realised this danger 
and will present the country with proof, 
still more ample than Mr. Bridgeman’s, of 
the necessity of its latest coup, 


The British Navy. 


Mr. Amery, the new First Lord of the 
Admiralty, introduced the Naval Estimates 
in the House of Commons yesterday. Their 
reduction by almost eight million pounds 
is a remarkable achievement. Mr. Amery 
pointed out that no such economies 
would have been possible if the Wash- 
ington naval agreement had not been 
signed. The British Government, he 
said, anticipated that agreement, and, 
acting on the assumption that it would be 
ratified in due course by all the signatory 
Powers, had proceeded at once to put its 
clauses into operation. If this step had 
not been taken, the estimates this year 
would have exceeded those of last year 
by at least fourteen million pounds, 
because both Japan and the United States 
were building battleships at an alarming 

te when the Washington Conference 
was called by President Harding. In the 
circumstances, however, the Admiralty had 
considered itself justified in reducing the 
personnel of the British Fleet by twenty 
thousand officers and men, and had got rid 
of a further ten thousand from the naval 
dockyards. It had handed over seventeen 
splendid capital ships to be “scrapped,” 
and had cut down its reserves of fuel, 
ammunition and stores to the barest 
minimum compatible with the nation’s 
saiety. 

Mr. Amery confessed that 
economies had not been made 
serious misgivings. In prosecution of its 
plan the Admiralty had been forced to post- 
pone, and to spread over long periods, ex- 
penditure which really ought to have been 
made at once; and it had gone far beyond 
the strict letter of the Washington Agree- 
ment. Every thoughtful Briton will share 
Mr. Amery’s regret that the cal] for drastic 
economy has resulted in the weakening of 
the Navy. In theory we may all agree with 
Mr. Philip Snowden’s assertion that far 
too much money is being spent on arma- 
ments; but the fact is that, although the 
war officially has been at an end for nearly 
four and a half years, Europe and the 
world seem to-day to be as far from a 
stable peace as ever they were, Britagn 
is an island Power whose — overseas 
possessions are virtually without pro- 
tection of any kind. If her Navy were to 
disappear, her Empire would crumble to 
pieces within six months. There is, there- 
fore, a limit in economy beyond which no 
Government can go with safety. Who 
can guarantee that, Washington or no 
Washington, another war within ten years 
is impossible? Capital ships are not the 
only weapons of attack. The Continental 
nations are concentrating almost entirely 
on aircrait. Gasair that fact is signifcent 
enough. 

It is obvious that Britain cannot allow 
her greatly reduced Navy to be rendered 
obsolete by Continental aeroplanes, and that 
she must direct her immediate attention 
ta the intimate co-ordination of her de 
fentes on sea and in the air. The Govern- 
ment has appointed an inquiry into the 
dispute between the Admiralty and the 
Air Ministry on this question, and we 
hope that the matter will be arranged 
satisfactorilg and without delay. What- 
ever may happen in aerial progress, 
Britain’s first line of defence will remain

}with the Navy. Air policy will depend 


largely gn uaval policy, and for that 
reason nothing should be done which 
might hinder in the slightest degree the 
closest possible relationship between the 
Fleet and the naval wing of the Air Force. 
Britain has reached bed-rock so far as the 
veduction of her fighting forces ig con- 
cefned. She has done far more than any 


nothing to say in the matter, and now she 
must begin to consolidate her position. 
The demand of the Labour Party for further 
reductions is pfeposterous. It is all very 
well to talk vaguely about “ Imperialism ”’ ; 
but the fact of the matter is that the 
safety of Britain has been endangered 
through the weakening of her defences, and 
Mr. Snowden’s constituents would be the 
first to suffer in the event of a war in 
which she would be at a 
advantage.

Golf Handicaps. 


It has been said that there are two 
classes of golfers—those who have a long 
handicap and always play for half-a-crown, 
and tliose who have a small handicap and 
are always off their zame. As the children 
of this world are wiser than the children 
of light, so the assiduous poucher of half. 
dollars at or about the nineteenth hole is a 
sounder, though more inglorious exponerit, 
of an essentially Scottish sport than 
the man who yearns ior a handicap 
that reflects the rare when 
he attains, for an all 
to the zenith of his powers. Never- 
theless, with the man who lives to see 
his handicap lowered—the true golfing 
idealist—we can sympathise. To such the 
national handicaps which were allotted 
yesterday by the Championship Com- 
mittee of the Royal and Ancient Club to 
the giants of the amateur golfing world 
will bring some sma!! consolation. If 
one’s own committee cannot be brought to 
raise its estimate of one’s prowess, it is 
something to see the Tolleys and Holder- 
nesses brought a few strokes nearer to 
one’s own figure. These two exponents, 
together with W. I. Hunter, are all rated 
by the Committee at scratch. Then come 
quite a number—including Captain Carter, 
Messrs. W. B. Torrance, Aylmer, Hooman, 
Tweedale, John Wilson and some others— 
with a handicap of one. A still larger 
number, among them the veteran ex- 
champion, Mr. John Ball, is rated at two. 
Local handicaps of one and two are by no 
Sometimes it happens 
that the child of light, the low-handicap 
enthusiast, meets such a one and beats 
“him, playing.level: for even goliers grow 
old. A sort of spiritual link is thus 
established between the enthusiast of 
mediocre attainments and the great galaxy 
of golfing stars. The game takes upon 
itself a new aspect. The player, on the 
principle that there is nothing either good 
or bad but thinking makes it so, begins 
to play the golf of his thoughts. 


Whiskey Pirates. 


The American whiskey pirate is the logical 
outcome of the rum-runner. He proceeds 
on the assumption that, if he contines his 
piratical attention to vessels engaged 
either legally outside the three-mile limit, 
or Ulegally within it, in causing alcoholic 
liquors to be smuggled into the United 
States, the United States authorities wil] 
not go out of their way to make things too 
hot for him. The sad fate of the schooner 
Eddie James, flag unknown, will focus 
the attention of the public—if not that of 
the United States Excise authorities— 
upon the latest form of maritime enter- 
prise. Arrivin New York Harbour last 
Saturday, the skipper of the Eddie James 
reported that, while \his ship was anchored 
et a spot off the Amegican coast significantly 
named Rum Row, fum pirates boarded it. 
fired on the crew/ wounded a supercargo, 
and decamped th six hundred cases of 
whiskey, eight thousand dollars in cash 
and the supercargo. What the Eddie 
James wa doing at that precise spot, with 
six hundred cases of whiskey on board, 
is not for us to say. It would be interest- 
ing to know, however, who were the 
pirates. Prohibition has its fanatics. To 
turn amateur pirate with the object of 
discouraging rum-running would seem to 
many. of them a high-minded proceeding. 
The end, they would argue, justifies the 
means ; but there is, of course, no evidence 
that the pirates were prohibitionists. A 
few days ago a British liner, lying in New 
York Harbour, was boarded by masked 
and armed men and the bottled goods were 
removed bodily by the raiders. Here again 
one wonders what manner of men would 
take such risks for a comparatively small 
quantity of alcoholic liquor which—if the 
prices current in New York are any 
criterion—certainly is not worth its weight 
in gold.

TUlafer business men are not alarmed by the 
setting up of the Free State Customs frontier, 
according to a statement made to me by Mr. 
H. M. Pollock, Minister of Fimance in the 
Governrfent of Northern Irelaad. 

“There has been a lot of unnecéssar: 
uninformed alarmist talk about this abject, 
Mr. Pollock said. ‘‘ We know it in simply part 
of the necessary machinery resulting from the 
Treaty.

Against these economies had to be set 
the charge of three millions for compensation 
to officers and men whose careers were gacr:- 
ficed to the public interest.

Now, in barely 
twelve months, they had brought down the 
gross kstimates from 925 milhons to 61; 
millions, and the net Estimates from 85 
millions to 58 millions.

officers and men, and the personnel of the 
dockyards by another. ten thousand. Ther 
had renderea impotent for fighting purposes, 
and handed over to the shipbreakers. seveu- 
teen splendid capital ships. They had cut 
down reserves of ammunitior, fuel and stores 
to the minimum compatible with safety They 
had postponed and spread over long peri ods 
the necessary expenditure, which, from a 
purely navai point of view, ought to be in- 
curred without delay. 

THE NAVAL, VIEW. 

‘The estimates represented a very substan 
tial ‘reduction to the relief of the burden of 
taxation. They represented no less a con- 
tribution to the cause of world peace, bat, 
from the point of view of the Admiralt; 
they represented a crave responsi ‘bility which 
they had not promised without the most 
earnest balancing of all the broad considera- 
tions of national and world welfare, which 
had outweighed the purely technica! and pro- 
fessional arguments íor a larger measure of 
insurances. It was essential to remember that 
the economies went far beyond the st-ict teams 
of the Washington agreement. Economies had 
been carried out in anticipation of the Treaty, 
and in ad\ "ance of action by any co-signatory. 
We had given an earnest of our good-will 
which should be a determining factor in 
securing the early ratification of the Treaty. 
The whole situation gave a reasonable pros- 
pect of the Treaty being ratified and carried 
out effectively in the near future. 


LIMITING THE RISK. 


In the present estimates, so far from main- 
taining a one-Power standard in a spirit of keen 
and jealous ccmpetition, they had interpreted 
that standard with a latitude which could 
only be justified by a desire to avoid pro- 
voki ing competition in armaments. There was 
@ limit to the risk we could run in en- 
deavours to promote peace, and we had reached 
it. We would fail in this duty if we sug- 
gested the possibility of further reductions in 
succeeding years, On the contrary. the 
House must keep clearly in mind that these 
were exceptional estimates, framed to meet 
an exceptional! situation.

WAR-TIME PROMISES.

“SERIOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS.” 

Sir Kingsley Wood said that he was pro- 
foundly disturbed at the action of the At- 
torney-General, and he considered that tho 
speech of the Home Secretary revealed a very 
serious state of affairs. 

He had not heard the Home Secretary say 
why the ordinary course had not been 
adopted, and he was puzzled as to the future 
course of public law in the country. — 

This might be as a direct interven- 
tion once again by the British Government 
in the affairs of Ireland. The wiser course 
would have been to have brought these men 
to trial either here or in Ireland, 


A CASE FOR GRAVE ACTION. 

Sir John Simon said that he was not dis- 

osed, as a Home Secretary, to talk 
lightly of the duties of the Home Secretary, 
whose object every day, according to a 
former Prime Minister, was to prevent a 
second class row becoming a first class row. 

There might have been a mistake in the 
exercise of hig discretion, but the material 
before the Home Secretary was material apon 
which he was bound to take grave and careful 
action. 

He did not doubt that the Home Secretary 
had had legal advice. In 1921 the Court of 
Appeal decided, by two judges out of three, 
that similar action by the then Home Secre- 
tary was within the law, but they obviously 
regarded it as carrying the law to its ex- 
treme limits. 

Mr. Justice Scrution, dissenting, then said: 

“Tt is clear the application of Regulation 
14h to England means that it is possible to 
take any person, to shat him up for an un- 
defined time, without telling him the charge 
against him, without bringing him to trial, 
at the uncontrolled decision of an officer of 
the Executive. In my view such a result 
should not follow unless the clearest words 
are used by Parliament. In ghis case Par- 
liament has not used the clear@st words, and 

I think the appeal should be allowed.”’ 

Aithough the law might seem to be on the 
side of = oF had been done, the Home Secre- 
— had not faced the serious question of 
policy. 

The Home Secpetary seemed to think that 
because two friendly Governments had agreed 
upon a course of action it was therefore 
justified. These teons might never be 

rought to trial. re Was no arrangement 
as to how long their internment should last, 

When this power was last used England 
and Ireland were under the same central 
Government, but this was handing a man 
living here over to a separate and independent 
government. 


LIBERTY OF THE SUBJECT. 

Was it a wise act! 

It seemed to him a most serious proposition. 
These were not lawyers’ points at all, but 
points which every member of the House was 
equally interested to hear discussed, because 
on them turned questions connected with the 
liberty of every British citizen. 

Mr. Tom Shaw protested against the state- 
ment of the Home Secretary. We are think- 
ing of the safety of the country. He was 
as much a Briton, and as much responsible for 
the safety of the country as any member of 
the House, and he resented any implication 
that the supporters of the Govern were 
more concerned for the country’s safety. 

The case presented here was that a man of 
English nationality, without a charge against 
him, without being heard in his own defence, 
was handed over to another Government. 

He asked any man, who believed in the 
liberty of Britons, was it a safe thing to do? 
Even to admit the principle that an English- 
man might be arrested and. deported with- 
out saying a word in his own defence and 
without a trial, That was the issue before the 
House. 

Would it not be possible under British law 
to prosecute in England iteelf any English- 
man, who by his action was endangering 
their relationship with any of the Dominions, 
and if that was so, why were not these men 
brought before a British court and given an 
opportunity of stating their case. 

There was neither liberty nor justice in 
taking a man from his home without telling 
him the charge against him, handing him over 
to another Government, on the allegation that 
he was guilty of conspiring against the safety 
of that Government, and handed over with- 
out any guarantee that he would get justice 
from that Government, and. if wronglv 
accused, with the certainty that he would 
suffer great disadvantage by the action of that 
Government. 

AN ENGLISHMAN’S RIGHTS. 

There was no man on the Labour benches 
who would not do all that was humanly pos 
sible to help the Free State Government, but 
they looked on this matter as involving the 
right of an Englishman, to be heard in his own 
defence, to have fair play, and not to be 

without a definite charge, and given 
a trial in his own country.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S REPLY. 

The Attorney-General, replying on the de- 
bate, said that the Act under which the Home 
Secretary acted was that making provision for 
the Restoration of Order in Ireland, and 
passed in August, 1920. 

Mr. Ramsay MacDonald—Are we now re- 
sponsible for law and° order in Ireland? 

The Attorney-General—] take it that His 
Majesty's Government is responsible for as- 
sisting any Dominion in maintaining law and 
order. (Ministerial cheers). 

The regulation made under that Act was 
Regulation 14 B, made on the 14th August, 
1920. It laid down that where, on the recom. 
mendation of a competent military authority, 
it appeared to the retary of State that for 
securing the restoration or meintenance of 
order in Ireland it was expedient that a per- 
son who was suspected of acting, or of hav- 
ing acted, or being about to act, in a manner 

rejudical to the restoration of order, should 
be subjected to certain obligations restric- 
tions; the person should be so subjected, and 
be interned in a place specified in the Order, 
aud the place must be in the British Isles. 

It is worth remembering that the efficacy 
to permit the internment in Southern Ireland 
of somebody arrested in England was the sub- 
ject of a judicial decision, and the English 
Court of Appeal in July, 1921, decided that it 
was legal to intern in Southern Ireland some- 
body arrested in England. It was said that 
the Treaty with Ireland (now a Free Stete) 
made all the difference, and that it was no 
longer politic to do what it might still be 
legal to effect. 

Vhen a country which had been given 
self-government desired this country to assist 
it in maintaining order in its dominions, there 
was no reason why we should decline to give 
that assistance. (Ministerial cheers). 

Self-government had been given to Ireland, 
and His Majesty’s Gevernment had declared 
that the Free State should decide these things 
for iteelf, 

A number of hon. members on the Labour 
side of the House had said that the Irish 
Free State would suffer for this, and that 
it was a very bad thing in their interests 
to do. That seemed to be the characteristic 
way of the Labour Party seeking to enforce 
self-government. (Laughter.) 

The Home Secretary bad had these cases 
under consideration for four weeks: He 
had gone .nto every individual! ease, and had 
a recommendation from the com mili- 
tery suthority. He wonld have guilty 
of a grave dereliction of duty if he had not 
acted. It was said that a man should alwa 
have a fair trial, and ought not to Mm 
arrested if he could not be tried. 

In time of peace that was true, but the 
essence of these regulations was that there 
was not a normal condition of affairs exist- 
ing m Ireland. 

Why should not the Free State have the 
same powers that England was only too 
anxious to claim for herself during the war, 
when they were upheld? 

Both he and the Solicitor-General resented 
the suggestion of Mr. Hastings that the 
could make a statement in the an which 
did not agree with their real opinion, and, 
for the sake of some party advantage, should 
aitempt to mislead the House as to what 
they believed on a matter of this kind. 
The Home Secretary consulted him, and 
the action met with his unqualified approval. 
He approved it for the reasons he was put- 
ting before the House, which, whether right 
or wrong, were his deliberate, sincere, and 
honest convictions. (Hear, hear.) 

He hoped Mr. Hastings would accept the 
principle of saying to the House what he 
really thought, and not what he thought it 
would pay him to say. (Prolonged 
Ministerial cheers, and Caine cries of 
“ Withdraw.’’) 

Mr. Hastings—I should be deeply regret- 
ful if an old friend of mine t that, in 
the slightest d , [ had ever made impv- 
tations on his honesty.

MR. O'HIGGINS AND

REPLY TO PROTEST 
FROM TULLAMORE, 


The Free: State Government's Publicity 
Department last night iseued the following 
reply by Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home 
Affairs, to a communication from the Tulla- 
more Rura! District Council on the subject 
of the Neutral LR.A. Mens peace pro- 


posals :-—

“I have seen a copy of a letter, dated 6th 
instant, addressed to me, which purports to 
embody the ‘considered views’ of the mem- 
bers of your Council on my communication 
of the 24th ultimo, in which | confided to your 
Council my considered views on the 
which styles itself the ‘ Neutral I. R.A.’ The 
lengthy period of incubation and the familiar 
style of the effusion irresistibly suggests to 
me thaí it first saw the light nearer Geashill 
than to Tullamore. 

“Be that as it may, the reply has in no 
way affected my opinion that the man who 
professes neutrality with regard to the pre- 
sent cowardly and criminal campaign on the 
civilian population by the Irregulars is either 
'a moral coward, who knows it is wrong, 
and is afraid to say so, or a physical coward, 
who thinks it is right, and is afraid to par- 
ticipate." On the contrary, the complete 
absence of any reasoned defence of that 
‘Neutral’ organisation in a document which 
pu ts to be the product of the collective 
w of your Council, confirms me in my 
view that there is nothing to be said for it. 

“ Frankly, I have always been somewhat 
sceptical about the neutrality of this organisa- 
tion, and also about the question of whether 
any considerable proportion of ite members 

rticipated in active hostilities against the 

ritish, or would have done so if the British 
were in occupation of this country for another 
hundred years. On the first point, I may 
mention that I hapren to have seen a docu- 
ment captured from the Irregulars, in which 
one who certainly ought to know makes the 
ehenemts “The Neutral I.R.A, are all on our 
side. 

“On the question of the exact proportion of 
its members who indulged themselves to the 
extent of engaging in conflict with the British 
my curiosity is so keen that I am prepared 
to make a personal sacrifice to ap t I 
make this formal offer to your Council.

Troops yesterday entered a room at 
Ballina in which the Rural District 
Council was meeting, and arrested the 
Chairman, Mr, Michael Keaveney. 

Armed mén on Saturday raided the Civic 
Guards’ barracks at Edgeworthstown, 
Younty Longford, compelled the Guards 
to leave, and marched them to the village 
of Rathowen, four miles distant. At Rath- 
owen armed men burned the barrack of the 
Civic Guards, 

William Connolly, a member of the 
National Army, has been found shot dead 
on the Louth border. 

The house of Mr. Diarmuid Crean, 
Registrar of the Kerry District Court, at 
Annascaul, has been attacked with bombs.

SEARCHES AND ARRESTS. 

Our Carrick-on-Shannon Correspondent says: 
There has been unabated military activity in 
the Arigna district since the National 
arrived in search of the armed bands who 
were stated to be concentrated there.

COUNTY LONGFORD. 


RAID ON TOWN, 


CIVIC GUARDS EVICTED. 


It was reported in Longford on Sunday 
morning that on Saturday night armed men 
visited Edgeworthstown, and posted sentinels 
at the entrances to the town, while the re- 
mainder of the party advanced to the quarters 
occupied by the Civic Guard, and demanded 
admission. The Civic Guards, being unarmed, 
had to admit the raiders, who compelled them 
to leave the barrack under a strong escort, 
and to march to Rathowen Village, a distance 
of four Irish miles. 

Persistent blocking of the roads in the 
Ballymahon district has made them impass- 
able for vehicular or other traffic. People 
going to early Mass on Sunday were obliged 
to take circuitous routes. Soldiers visited the 
district on Sunday afternoon, and removed 
the obstructions.

CAUSE OF FAILURE. 


A CAPTURED DOCUMENT. 
——— 


The following document, said to have been 
found “on an Irregular leader recently cap” 
tured,” has been issued for publication by the 
National Army Headquarters :— 

“Report on operations of 2lst February 
against Income Tax offices. 

“ As I already reported, enemy activity 
following above has been great. lt has re- 
sulted in the joss by capture of Commandant, 
Adjutant, and three officers of Bn. 1 and the 
rary disorganisation of that Bn. Seven 
or eight men were captured during the opera 
tions, and one at least was brutally beaten. 
Four of the men captured were members of 
the A.S.U. 

“The outburst organised by junior officers 
on Friday night last — the temporary 
disorganisation of Batt. Staffs, following the 
operations of the 21st February, is the best 
proof of the good spirit of the men. In the 
aréa of Ba. 1—so very badly hit—there were 
two attacks on poste—i.c., Fowler Hall 
and King’s Inns. No reports of these have 
reached me, but 1 both heard the action and 
got reports from eye-witnesses. In Bn. 4 
area, at Cornmarket, one of the beat fights 
that hag taken piace im the city was EE 2 
off by a junior officer, to whom the thing Was 
sugg some time ago. Another officer lin 
same Bn. also attacked City Hall. 

“ As regards the actual operations of the 
2ist February, 150 pm. was fixed as the 
hour at which al! the operations were to begin. 
The most difficult operation was the one aí 
Jury's Hotel, which was entrusted to Ba. ó, 
Half a dozen were successfully got into the 
bdilding before the time for operation. They 
were armed and were secreted on the dil- 
ferent floors. At 1.20 p.m. the guard on the 
building was to be sr sr by another party, 
and at a signal from this party the men 
secreted in building were to clear the diffcrent 
floors and get them fired. Another party was 
to follow with three mines, to be used after 
fires had been started. Protection parties 
vere arranged en rolte to deal with any enemy 
attempts to ture men in building. 

“ All men detailed were at their posts as 
arranged. When party attempted to rush the 

uard they found fighting had already started 

inside, and the enemy was waiting for them. 
Evidently the men inside, or some of them, 
had been discovered. Enemy reinforcemenis 
quickly arrived—the building is in a most an 
suitable position from, our point of view—and 
a fierce fight ensued. The men inside had, 
however, been captured, and it was impossible 
to force an entry. Mines and car containing 
them were captured outside building. Ali 
men bebaved splendidly, and put up a grand 
fight. 

ee The effect of this was that nearly all the 
other jobs were rendered most difficult—most 
of them being situated in centré of city, not 
far from Jury's Hotel. Enemy reinforcements 
appeared very quickly. This Bn. was also de- 
tailed to carry out operations in 95 Merrion 
equare. Collectors’ offices in Dawson street 
(2), Fownes’ street, South Great (George s 
street. 

“95 Merrion square.—Plans miscarried 
vane to epemy activity, and jo» could not be 
done. 

‘“ Collectors’ offices in Dawson street were 
locked when men arrived. Under enemy fire, 
men attempted to burst them in, but had to 
abandon attempt, leaving petrol behind. 

“ Fownes’ stréet office, which is close to 
Jury's, was impossible. Men could not even 
get into street. 

“South Great George's 
Foyrnes’ street. 

“ Battalion 1 was detailed - for offices at 
Unity Buildings. Men started out on job, 
They appear to have run intd enemy en route. 
At any rate, the building was not entered, 
and owing to capture of staff | have not got 
& complete explanation. 

“This Batt. burned ali papers in office of 
Collector Slator, Upper Gardiner street. 

“ Battalion 2 burned No. 4 Beresford place. 
Fires were to have been started on each floor 
of building. The staff, which was very nume- 
rous and troublesome, had been all got down 
to ground floor when the burning was prema- 
turely started oe to a large fire in grate of 
office igniting petrol. A panic sterted inane 
diately amongst the stafi, who rushed pell- 
mel] for the door, disregarding pointed revol- 
vers, etc. Several of our men were more or 
less seriously burned. 

“Some of the men had started a fire on one 
of the upper floors, but as the staircase mean- 
while became ignited they were, with diffi- 
culty, rescued. It was impossible to fire all 
the floors, but the building was wel! in flames 
before the men left. Reports go to show that 
the result is very satisfactory. Two men of 
the protecting party outside were captured by 
the enemy after Raving safely dumped their 
guns. 

“ Battalion 4 was detailed to attend to 
Offices in 32 Nassau street and in Norwich 
Union offices, Dawson street. 

“32 Nassau street.—Suites of offices on 
three floors. This was & most difficult opera- 
tion, and was successfully carried out. Men 
had to fight their way aut of the building, 
and were pursued by the anemy for an hour 
aiterwards. No casualties. 

‘* Dawson street.—Men entered offices which 
are practically opposite to 30. Nassau street. 
Stafis were held up. Party with petrol were 
captured a short distance awey, and men 
were thus unable to fire these Affices. Those 
men successfully retreated under fire of 
enemy. 

“ A.5S.U. squads in all cases acted as units 
of the different battalions. 

“The operations, being mostly in buildings 
in centre of city and in the midst Aí enemy 
posts, were most difficult.
